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Shepard Gets 
Chance to Fly 
In Space Again 


First American 
To Leave Earth 
Declared Healthy 


SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP) — Alan B. Shepard Jr., 
the first American rocketed into 
space, has returned to the ranks 
of the active astronauts six 
years after an ear ailment 
clipped his wings and landed 
him behind a desk. 


Shepard, 45, was declared 


healthy 
and 
ready 
to 
fly 


Wednesday by flight surgeons at 
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Shepard 


the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration's Manned 
Spacecraft Center. 


His return to flight status 


came eight years and two days 
after the lean Navy captain led 
America into the manned space 
flight era with a 15-minute trip 
aloft on May 5, 1961. 


In 
the 
Mercury 
capsule 


"Freedom 7" he soared to more 
than 100 miles in a suborbital 
flight. Shepard later referred to 
it as America's "first baby 
step" in manned space flight. 


He was named to fly the Mer- 


cury Atlas 10 flight in 1963, but 
the mission was scrubbed when 
NASA officials decided to start 
the two-man Gemini program 
instead. 


Shepard got the call to com- 


mand the first Gemini flight, but 
he suddenly found he was un- 
able even to fly solo in a small 
airplane. He had contacted an 
inner ear disorder called laby- 
rinthitis. The disorder, attributed 
to an infection, caused dizziness 
and nausea and Shepard was 
grounded by flight surgeons. 


Takes Over Office 


He took over a desk job as 


chief of the astronaut office, 
guiding the astronaut training 
program. 


Last May he underwent sur- 


gery on the bothersome ear. 
After a year of healing he has 
been declared 
flight-fit once 


more. 


Shepard is one of the original 


seven 
American 
astronauts 


named in April of 1959. Only he 
and Air Force Col. L. Gordon 
Cooper are still on active space 
duty. Of the others in the origi- 
nal seven, John Glenn, Scott 
Carpenter and Walter M. Schir- 
ra Jr. have resigned from the 
space program.

1967 fire during a spacecraf 
ground test. 


Donald K. Slayton, the only 


one of the seven who has never 
flown into space, is groundet 
with a heart ailment and is head 
of the flight crew operations di 
vision here.

WASHINGTON (AP) - His 


clothes hang loose now on a 
pitifully thin frame; his 
knuckles go white as his 
hands clutch a cane; his visits 
with cherished old friends are 
few—he tires easily. 


This is Harry S Truman, 85 


years old today. 


Once he presided over the 


world's mightiest nation. Now 
his world is usually bounded 
by the short walks an arthrit- 
ic old man can take from the 
century-old white frame home 
in Independence, Mo., where 
he has lived since he left 
Washington 16 years ago. 


Once his every action made 


waves. Now, on the back 
stoop of history, he is watched 
mostly by Bess, the grade 
school sweetheart he married 
50 years ago next month. 


Once his words were flashed 


around the world. Now he 
gives no interviews, makes no 
speeches. What there is to be 
learned about him has to 
come from intimate friends. 


Truman and Delaware 


In the quiet of that big 


house at Truman Road and 
Delaware, separated from the 
world by his feebleness and a 
big iron fence, he is busy with 
the avocation of a lifetime, 
the pursuit of knowledge. He 
reads or is read to from four 
books at a time, skipping 
restlessly like a hungry diner 
from one tidbit to the next. 


Five years ago, Truman's 


80th birthday was celebrated 
with a round of parties in 
Kansas City, Washington and 
New York. He returned home 
exhausted and Mrs. Truman 
put her foot down. He began 
to appear less and less at 
public functions. 


"Conserve My Energv" 


In 1967 he asked Henry 


Talge, an industrialist who 
had thrown huge birthday 
luncheons for him since 1953, 
to cut them out "because I 
need to conserve my energy." 


Talge said "you can't do too 


much for this man" and 
continued to stage the lunch- 
eons with guests raising their 


glasses in salute to an empty 
chair. Ministers of six faiths 
were on the program for 
today's luncheon. 


Age has altered many of the 


Truman hallmarks. Famed as 
an early-morning riser, Tru- 
man sleeps now until after 7 
a.m. — late for .him. Part of 
this, friends say, is because of 
the medications he takes for 
the arthritis in his right hip,

He used to say his brisk 


morning walks kept him fit 
and he hoped it would prevent 
arthritis from crippling him 
as it did his sister. But a few 
years ago, because of the 
dizzy spells, he had to aban- 
don the walks. 


He was never a big eater, 


and the lack of exercise 
shrunk his appetite further. 
His weight, friends say, is 
about 125 pounds—50 pounds 
under his presidential weight. 


During the winter he began 


walking again—first around 
the block, then several blocks 
—with his long-time body- 
guard Mike Westwood. A 
close friend said he has not 
seen Truman look better in 
years than he does right 
now—after three weeks in the 
Florida sun. The walks are 
almost routine again, but not 
as far, as brisk or as early. 


Three mornings a week he 


dictates letters to Rose Con- 
way, his secretary from White 
House days. Except for the 


recent visit by President Nix- 
on—when Truman was given 
his old White House piano— 
the former president has not 
gone to the Truman Library 
in 2% years. The library, with 
a wing added recently, had 
been Truman's biggest source 
of pride as well as his office 
and receiving place for impor- 
tant visitors, since it was built 
in 1957.

A new pulping process that 


will all but eliminate air pollu- 
tion by paper mills apparently 
will be economically feasible for 
industrial use, researchers of 
The Institute of Paper Chemis- 
try revealed today. 


If in-plant pilot testing proves 


successful, the paper industry 
should be causing only "very, 
very minor pollution problems," 
Dr. Roy P. Whitney, Institute 
vice president and dean, said. 


Although p a p e r industries 


have "been fairly effective" in 
curbing water pollution, the new 
process — called holopulping — 
would improve on that, too, 
Whitney said. 


Institute researchers 
began 


developing holopulping in 1963 
and have satisfied themselves in 
laboratory testing that it can be 
as economical — or even cheap- 
er in the future — compared 
with the most common pulping 
process now in use. However, 
about two years of in-plani 
testing, to begin late this year 
or in 1970, will precede any 
commercial use of the process

They were protesting the leg- 


islature's failure to act on 22 
pieces of legislation 
dealing 


with farm labor, welfare, law 
enforcement, consumer protec- 
tion and school aid for the un- 
derprivileged. 


Some members of the group, 


all Mexican-American or An- 
glo-American, had participated 


in earlier marches and fasting 
in support of the same social 
legislation. 


Lt. Gov. Mark Hogan re- 


cessed the Senate when the pro- 
testers headed for the platform. 
Most of the 33 members left the 
floor. 


The 
demonstrators 
were 


booked on disturbances charges 
on complaints signed by Hogan 
and Sen. William L. Armstrong, 
the majority leader. 


Gov. John Love, who was not 


present, said such disruptions 
would not be tolerated. "We will 
take such precautions or will 
use such force as necessary to 
insure the legislative bodies . 
are allowed to operate in an or- 
derly and peaceful manner," he 
told newsmen later. 


The Senate took a circuitous 


route to pass its antidisturbance 
bill.

that their lives can proceed as 
usual. 


But there is a place where 


they can discover that they 
are not alone. 


Start Pilot Project 


It is through a pilot project, 


a cardiac group rehabilitation 
program established by the 
Middlesex County Heart Asso- 
ciation. 


The therapy sessions are 


conducted weekly by Louis C. 
Mone, research director and 
group therapist for the asso- 
ciation and principal psychia- 
tric social worker for the 
Middlesex C o u n t y Mental 
Health Clinic, Perth Amboy. 


The program is believed to 


have been the first of its kind 
in the United States. Since its 
formation last August, how- 
ever, the University of Okla- 
homa has initiated a similar 
group. 


"A heart attack is a life 


threatening situation. It con- 
jures up anxiety, depression, 
a feeling of helplessness. Gen- 
erally, those who have suffer- 
ed heart attacks have been 
very productive persons; sud- 
denly they are incapacitated 
—in bed —in a hospital. It's 
an anxious situation,'' Mone 
said. 


Afraid to Talk 


"Many patients do not ask 


questions of their doctor. They 
are afraid to air their feel- 
ings. They feel they can't talk 
to anybody." 


The cardiac therapy group, 


Mone said, was formed to 
direct patients in the prob- 
lems they have had as a 
result of their illness—to "get 
things off their chests," and 
to enlist patients' ideas on 
solving problems. 


"Usually a heart patient is 


in the hospital about four 
weeks and it is usually six to 
eight weeks before he returns 
to work. Our sessions are 
planned for those weeks plus 
several weeks after he has 
returned to work.

They 
are not alone anymore. They 
can return to their families 
with a new feeling of confi- 
dence. 


"Relatives and friends don't 


know how to talk to a pa- 
tient," Mone said. "The pa- 
tient realizes he is being 
pampered which in turn is a 
constant reminder of his af- 
fliction. Patients resent it; it 
makes them feel helpless and 
impotent. 


Wives Go Overboard 


"Wives go overboard in 


protecting the cardiac patient. 
One man at the session com- 
plained that his wife wouldn't 
let him do anything—not even 
empty the garbage pails. At 
the session he aired his prob- 
lem and relieved the tension 
which was being built up." 


According to Mone tension 


can build up at home so 
easily. As one patient said, 
At the first session I had 
here I blew my top about my 
wife and when I left I did feel 
better. I got it off my chest. 


"I couldn't blow my top at 


home or to my wife because 
I'd only get into more of an 
argument Blowing it in the 
sessions made me feel bet- 
ter" 


He was not alone. One of 


the benefits of group therapy 
they all discover, Mone said, 
is that the others are experi- 
encing the same problems. 


"Just to be listened to, to 


know that others are interest- 
ed in them, makes them feel 
good, worthy, important. 


"Once a patient is aware of 


what is bothering him his 
anger is reduced. He can 
communicate his wishes with 
less emotion, try to let his 
family know how he's feel- 
ing." 
Mone added. 


Sexual intercourse can be a 


big problem. Because of the 
tremendous fear 
of death, 


often a patient puts more 
limitations upon himself than 
the doctor does. The doctor 
may tell him what he can and 
cannot do but the patient only 
hears what he wants to, Mone 
said 


"If he has a little chest pain 


while having intercourse, that 
frightens him. Or else his wife 
will feel his heart beating 
harder and immediately get 
frightened," Mone said. 


One patient, in fact said 


that he was trying to act very 
cold toward his wife and not 
get near her because he was 
afraid, Mone said. 


Returning to work is anoth- 


! er main problem, especially 


for the men. There is a big 


1 adjustment to make: again 


I they are filled with fears. 


"They worry about getting 


their old job back, about 
whether they will be able to 
function as before. Some will 
have io shift to other jobs. 
New jobs always cause appre- 
hensions in most persons—to 
a heart patient it is more 
pronounced.

Reapportionment Approaches 


When the Sensenbrenner resolution for 


the creation of an interim reapportionment 
commission to prepare for legislative 
redistricting in anticipation of the 
1970 


census came up in the Wisconsin assembly 
a few days ago, it won the support of only 
two members out of the 99 in that house. 


The rejection out of hand of this 


reminder of the difficult and painful duty 
of the legislature in the near future may 
have been an ominous sign. 


It recalled the default of the legislature 


following the 1950 and 1960 census reports, 
the latter failure 
inducing the state 


supreme court to take matters into its own 
hands and to redistrict the state through its 
own decree. 


Except for the legislature's inability to 


come to grips with its constitutional 
redistricting duties in the past, we might 
share the view of some present members of 
the assembly that the reapportionment task 
of 1971 need not concern it now, when it 
has so many other problems with which to 
struggle. But there is very little in the 
record to indicate, as our Madison corre- 
spondent observed recently, that the 1971 
legislature will be any more willing or able 
to perform this duty than were many 
predecessor legislatures. 


The 
current 
legislature, 
moreover, 


showed a certain indifference to the whole 
problem when it 
sidetracked another 


redistricting-related proposition the other 
day. 


Some members had asked for an 


advisory opinion of the attorney general on 
the meaning of the county line rule in 


apportioning the state assembly, explaining 
that a literal adherence to the rule renders 
impossible the application of the "one man, 
one vote" mandate of the United States 
supreme court decisions on the districting 
of legislative bodies. If the state attorney 
general held that the state constitutional 
restriction is binding on the legislature, the 
authors of the request for an opinion said, 
the lawmakers would have the opportunity 
to move now to amend the constitution and 
to complete the amendment before the 
1971 legislative redistricting is required. In 
the alternative, some assemblymen warned, 
the state might be inviting a repudiation of 
its 1971 reapportionment by the highest 
court in the land. 


We believe that this is a timely warning 


and a prudent proposal. The present state 
constitution requires — and we see no 
other way to read the language — that 
assembly districts shall not cross county 
lines. That is why neighbor Calumet County 
has become so conspicuous 
in these 


discussions. While it has a considerable 
deviation from the average population per 
assembly district on the one man one vote 
rule, state constitutional law evidently 
prohibits its attachment to territory in 
another county. 


But it is apparent that the present 


Ipgislature does not intend to be bothered. 
We regret that attitude. Those legislators 
who survive the next couple of elections 
and are in their seats when the next 
reapportionment legislation is before them 
will very likely regret it also. 


The Real Background of Unrest 


The President of Amherst College, Dr. 


Calvin Plimpton, has sent a letter to 
President Nixon which he says has the 
support of the overwhelming majority of 
Amherst students and faculty members 
who held a two day conference with all 
classes suspended to study the problems on 
the campuses today. In the light of the new 
hard line being taken by some members of 
the Nixon Administration, the letter is well 
worth President Nixon's careful study. 


The letter pointed out that "much of 


the turmoil among young people and 
among those who are dedicated to humane 
and reasoned changes will continue. It will 
continue until you and the other political 
leaders of our country address more 
effectively, massively and persistently the 
major social and foreign problems of our 
society. Parf of this turmoil in universities 
derives from the distance separating the 
American dream from the American real- 
ity." Specifically the letter cited "the huge 
expenditures of national resources for 
military purposes, the inequities practiced 
by thje present draft system, the critical 
needs; of America's 23.000,000 poor, the 
unequal division of our life on racial 
issues" as the problems which have brought 


turmoil 
born of frustration. And 
Dr. 


Plimpton pointed out that "the anger and 
sense of impotence" is not a characteristic 
of only a small minority of students and 
faculties. 


Tt has been obvious that the more 


extreme moves on the campuses are the 
work of a small number of students and 
sometimes faculty members who are able to 
pose the problems that face the nation but 
have been quite inadequate in suggesting 
answers. But the political moves of stu- 
dents during the spring of 1968 especially 
should 
demonstrate that concern over 


American policies is widespread among 
students. We believe that those who break 
laws, threaten property and physical dam- 
age should not have amnesty from prosecu- 
tion. But we are fooling ourselves if we 
think the unrest exists only among a 
handful of Marxists, anarchists Or others 
bent upon destroying societv. There is a 
malaise in the United States that has not 
been cured by the election of a new 
president or even the efforts to end the war 
in Vietnam. 
Emphasis upon the more 


unruly elements on the campuses should 
not blind us to that situation. 


A Fund Will Study Funds 


It was bound to happen sooner or later. 


The Twentieth Century Fund, "a philan- 
thropic foundation for research and public 
education on current economic and social 
questions." has announced that it is 
funding "an extensive study of the per- 
formance and potential of the 
major 


American philanthropic foundations." 


We have expressed some doubts before 


about the fields of study tax free founda- 
tions have set forth for themselves. At 
times, it seems the foundations have almost 
run out of problems to study and of reports 
to write. It is interesting to note that the 
Twentieth Century Fund announced at the 
same Jime that it was embarking on a study 
on "the relevance of art museums to Amer- 
ica's needs." 


But the foundation's study of founda- 


tions could produce some valuable docu- 
mentation for this subject. It says it 
proposes to find out "whether foundations 
have 
maintained vigor, creativity, and 


purposefulness despite their relative free- 
dom from the discipline, competition, and 
criticism that affect business enterprises, 
political institutions, schools, and universi- 
ties." 


The announcement carefully noted that 


the study will in no way duplicate current 
congressional inquiries into the tax free 
status of foundations, their financial prac- 
tices, and their investment policies. 


If it is not too late to amend the study 


assignment, we would suggest that the 
latter points are exactly what are worrying 
the American people the most and which 
need some answers.

"Freedom 7" he soared to more 
than 100 miles in a suborbital 
flight. Shepard later referred to 
it as America's "first baby 
step" in manned space flight. 


He was named to fly the Mer- 


cury Atlas 10 flight in 1963, but 
the mission was scrubbed when 
NASA officials decided to start 
the two-man Gemini program 
instead. 


Shepard got the call to com- 


mand the first Gemini flight, but 
he suddenly found he was un- 
able even to fly solo in a small 
airplane. He had contacted an 
inner ear disorder called laby- 
rinthitis. The disorder, attributed 
to an infection, caused dizziness 
and nausea and Shepard was 
grounded by flight surgeons. 


Takes Over Office 


He took over a desk job as 


chief of the astronaut office, 
guiding the astronaut training 
program. 


Last May he underwent sur- 


gery on the bothersome ear. 
After a year of healing he has 
been declared 
flight-fit once 


more. 


Shepard is one of the original 


seven

named in April of 1959. Only he 
and Air Force Col. L. Gordon 
Cooper are still on active space 
duty.

IPC Develops Pulping Process, 
Calls It Economically Feasible

A new pulping process that 


will all but eliminate air pollu- 
tion by paper mills apparently 
will be economically feasible for 
industrial use, researchers of 
The Institute of Paper Chemis- 
try revealed today. 


If jn-plant pilot testing proves 


successful, the paper industry 
should be causing only "very, 
very minor pollution problems," 
Dr. Roy P. Whitney, Institute 
vice president and dean, said. 


Although p a p e r industries 


have "been fairly effective" in 
curbing water pollution, the new 
process — called holopulping — 


uld improve on that, too, 


Whitney said.

c materials are burned and the 
inorganic chemicals, mainly so- 
dium, are electrolytically treat- 
ed and re-used in the pulping 
process. 


Under the conventional pro- 


cess — the most common one 
being the Kraft process — the 
organic and 
inorganic spent 


liquor was burned, and the 
mlphur compound used as a 
reagent produced odor problems 
when it was burned. 


Chlorine dioxide has little or 


no odor, Whitney pointed out. 


Although the new process is 


about on a cost par with the 
Kraft at this time, it should be 
less expensive in the future, 
Whitney said. 


It appears holopulping re- 


duces wood costs by about 25 
per cent by increasing yields, 
Whitney said, and of all cost 
items in the pulping process, 
wood is one that is expecetd to 
increase the fastest.
